.Medicines are the worst offenders 
in the drug racket. However, even 
the “legitimate” and “ethical”. pe 
tail drug stores exploit and cheat 
the public constantly. 

The drug stores as'a whole not 
ofily seil the quack remedies, and 
thus help the fake medicine man- 
ufacturers, but they 
viciously on prescriptions.

prescription, he adds up the re- 
tail price of the contents and mul- 
tiplies by two, which is ithe price 
that the custojner pays, with a 
minimum 75c.
